As to thename Britt ain there 15 no preat certainty of 
ts Original ; that which hath paſled for currane in for- 
mer times (when almoft all Nations did pretend to be 
of Trojan Race) wae,that 1t took this name from Brut: 
affirmed to be the Son of Silius,Grand-Child of nas, 
and third Ring of the Latines of the Trojan Blood, which 
Brutus having unforrunately killed his Father, atxd there- 
upon flying from Italy with his Friends and followers, 
after a long Voyage, and many wandrings, 15 faid to have 
fallen upon this Iſland, and to have conquered here' a 
race of Giants, and having given unto 1t the name of 


Britt ain, to leave the Soveraignty thereof to his poſteri- 


ty, who quietly enjoyed the ſame, till ſubdued by the 
Romans; but this Tradition has been ſince laid -afide, as 
rogether fabulous, ſince the Roman Hiſtorians never 


t he found the Brittains under many Kings, and ne- 
ver under the command of one foke Prince, but in times 
of Danger ; it is therefore more probable that it was de- 
rived from By:tt, which in the Brittiſh Language figni- 
fies Painted, and the word Tain a Nation, agreeable to 
the cuſtom of the AncientBrittains,who uſed to difcolour 
and pant their Bodies, that they might ſeem more ter- 
rible in the Eyes of their Enemies, ſuch as the Romans 
called afterwards Pitts, or Painted Men; other particu-

In the Reign of K, Edward 2 the great Earl of Ly- 
caſter married a Lady from Camford in this County, ho 
was taken out of his houſe by one Richard Martina de- 
formed lame Dwarf, 'who challenged her for h1s Wife, 
alledging he had tain with her before the Earl married 
her, whereupon the Lady was examined, who volunts- 
rily confeſſed it was all true, and thereupen the ugly 
Fellow in her right claimed the Two Earldoms of Lir- 
colx and Salisbury. In the Fourth of this Kings Reign the 
Church of Middleton, with all the Monuments, were con- 
ſumed with Lightning, the Monks being at Mattens. In 
the 22d of Edward 3. a Plague was bronght from be- 
yond Sea into the Towns and Villages of England, on 
the Seacoſts of Dorſet|hire, which raged ſo, both there 
and in other parts of| England, thar ſcarce the Tenth 
man was left alive in the Kingdom. 

In 1 596.King Philip ſailing out of Germany to take po!- 
ſeſſion of the Ringdom of Spain, was driven by T<mpeſt 


upon the Coaſts of England, and landed at Wrymouth to | 


refreſhhimſelf, and was invited by Sir Tho. Trenchard, a 
worthy Knight of that Country, to his Houſe, who 1n- 
mediately ſent word to King Henry 9. of his Arrival, 
who, glad to haye his Court honoured by ſo great a 
Prince, ſent the Earl of Arundel at preſcat to wait upon 
him till himſelf ſhould|follow ; the Earl attended him 
witha gallant Troop of about 3oo Horſe, and for more 
ſtate came to him by Torch-light; upon this Meſſage, 
though K. Philip had many reaſons to haſten his Journy, 
yet not to diſtaſte K. Henry, he came Poſt to Wind(r) 
where after great and| magnificent Entertainment, K. 
Henry taxing an opportunity, when they were both in a 
private room, laying his Hand civilly upon RK. Phili)'s 
Arm, faid, Sir, you have been ſaved upon my Coaſt, I hohe y0'

- K+ Richard heard, he commanded the L. Strange to be 
immediately beheaded, but it: being ar the very time 
when both Armies were 1n ſight of each other, his Lord: 
perſuaded him it bi now time to ftghr, and not to pu 
to Execution, and fo the L. Strange eſcaped. The Earl 
of Richmond likewiſe ſent to the L: Stanly, to repair pre- 
 ſemtly ro him, but he ſent word, he muſt expet no aid 
from him till the Battles were joined, and therefore ad- 
viſed himwithall poſſible ſpeed to give the onſer; which 
Anfwer ſomewhar ſtaggered the Earl, becauſe his num- 
ber did bur a little exceed one half of the Kings, yer to 
make the beſt ſhew he could, by the advice of his Coun- 
ctl'of War, he made the Front of his Army thin and 
broad, of which, rhe Eart of Oxford had the leading, the 
Earl himſelf leading theBartle; ſoon after the Fight be- 
gun, and the Arrows being ſpent on both ſides, they 
came to handſtroaks; and juſt then came 1n the Lord 
Stanly to the Earls afliftance ; while they were thus con- 
_- rending K. Richard was informed , - rhat the Earl of 
Richmond with a ſmall number was not far off, and therc-

Yet notwithſtanding this warning, this noble Duke 
continued firm to K. Richard, and-loft his Life in his 
quarrel: The whole number ſlain in this Battle on K,Ri- 
chard's ſide was about rooo Perſons ; Sir Wm. Catesby one 
of the chief Counſellors of K. Richard, with divers others, 
were two days after beheaded at Leicefter : This Battle 
was fought Aug. 20. 1485. continuing a little above two 
hours: The Earl Kmghtcd ſeveral perſons in the Field, 
and then kneeling down he rendred hearty Thanks to 
Almighty God for the Victory he had obtained, and 
commanded all che wounded men to be cured ; whereat . 
the People rejoycing clapttheir hands and cried K. Hor 
ry, R. Henry, of which joy Sir W.Stanty taking opportu- 
nity, he took the Crown of R. Richard, which was found 
among the ſpoils in the Field, and fet 1 on the Earls 
Head, as though he had been ele&ed King by the voice 
of the People. The Body of R. Richard after he was (lain 
was ſtript arid left naked to the very ſkin, not ſo much 
as a rag being left abont him to cover his nak&dneſs, 
and being taken up was traſſed behind a purſivant ar 
Arms, his Head and Arms hanging on one fide the 
Horſe, and his Legs on the other ; thus all beſmeared 
with Blood and dirt, he was broughttothe Gray Friars 
Church in L-ice#r, and there for ſome time lay amie- 
rable ſpectacle, and afterward with ſmall Futeral Pomp

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was there buried ;But K. Hiny 7. afterward cauſed a 
Tomb to be ſet over the place, with his Pi&ure in Ala: 
baſter, which at the ſuppreflion of that Monaſtery was 
utterly defaced, fince wor his Grave overgrown with 
Nettles and Weeds, is not to +be found, only the ſtone 
Cheſt wherein his Corps lay, is now made a drinking 
Trough for Horſes at a common Inn in Leiceſter, and re- 
tainetn only the memory of this Monarchs greatneſ+ ; 
but his body is reported to have been carried our of tic 
City, and contemptuouſly laid under the end of Byw- 
Bridge near that Town ;. it 1s likewiſe ſaid, that _=_ this 
Bridg there ſtood a ſtone of ſome height, againſt which, 
R.Rrchard .as he paſſed toward Boſworth, by chance 
ſtruck his ſpur, which a Witch or wiſe Woman obſer- 
ving, ſhe ſhould ſay ; That where his ſpur ſtruck, his head 
ſhould be broben, as they fav it was, when he was brought 
back dead. He lived 37 years, and reigned two years 
and rwo months; it is memorable that this Sir Williay 
Stanly, who fo ſeaſonably ſaved K. Henries life, and ſetthe 
Crown on. his head, was about 11 years after upon 
prerence of ſome dangerous words, beheaded at Tow:r- 
bill by order of the ſame King Henry. 

Mr. Warly writes, that in St. Martins Church in L*- 
cefitr, there 1s this very remarkable Epitaph to be ſeen; 
Here lies the body of John Heyrick of this Parih, who aizd 
I 589. aged 76 years, who lived with -his Wife Mary in on 
Houſe full 52 years.andbad iſſue by ber, 6 Sons,and ſrvmDagh- 
ters, and in all that time uever buried Mar, Woman nor Child, 
though thy were ſomtim? 20 in Houſbold ;, the ſaid Mary li- 
vid to 97 years, and died 1611. She did ſee before her d:ar- 
ture, of her Children, and Childrens Children, and their Chil- 
dren to the namblr of 142. Matthew Paris relates of a 
Maid wr Leicefter;hire, who being exaftly watched, was 
found i ſevenyears togerher, neither to eat nor drink, 
hut only that on Sundays ſhe received the Sacrament, 
and yet continued far, and. good liking ; which if true, 
we may. well believe that in the Reſurre&ion our life 
may be maintained without meator drink. About Lut- 
terworth in Leiceſterſhire Miller had murdered one in his 
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Mill, and privately buried him ina ground hard by 3
